Edmonton Brewing Co. Will Erect 
Large Plant Next Spring. 


One of the biggest enterprises 
in the city today is the Edmonton 
Brewing company. This business 
has assumed gigantic proportions 
in the last wear, so much so that 
the company intend building an 
establishment on the hill which 
will cost $350,000. 

All the machinery will be of 
the latest types. The building 
itself will be up to date in every 
respect, composed of steel and 
concrete, and will be under the 
supervision of Architect Barthell 
of Chicago. It will be without 
exception the finest plant in Can- 


continent. Every vessel will be 


will have its separate electric 
motor, it being the intention of 
the company to erect a plant 
which will be sufficient to meet 
the prospective demands of both 
local and outside markets, for at 
least 8 years. Operations will be 
commenced early next spring. 
Apart from this gigantic en- 
terprise the company have spent 
an additional $20,000 this year 
on the present plant, putting in 
machinery such as is used by all 
modern breweries in the United 
Staies, it being the only plant of 
its kind in Canada: its principal 
features in the process of brewing 
being the’ collection of natural 
gas from the beer ‘during the per- 
iod of fermentation, thus permit- 
ting the storaze of beer under 
natural gas pressvre instead of 
air, consequently the beer never 


| comes in contact with the air un-

Apart from local trade, the 
company ship their stock as far 
south as Red Deer and west as 
far as Banff. This trade alone 
will average $15,000 a month:

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AVOID THE DANGER 


It has been stggestei that the city 
council might be asked to intervere in 
the Jaborere’ atrike and arbitrate the 
disagreement. The council should pol- 
*tely but decisively Ceczline any such in- 
vitation. If the aldermen or a number 


of them see fit to act as individuals in 
the capacity of arbitrators, it is of 
course purely their own affair, but the 
council as a council should decline to 
accept a.positior: which would make ihe 
city the judge of the wages to be paid 
or: the number of hours to be workel 
per day. For the work which the city 
requires done the full current wages 
should be paid for the number of hours 
commonly accepted as a day's work, but 
it ig no part of the business of the 
city tc fix either the wages or the 
length of the day for the community. 
These are, and should be matters of 
agreement between the employers and 
the workers of the city, as ceterminei 
oy the industrial conditions. The pres- 
ent disagreenent is between the em- 
ployers and the workmen, and in it the 
city “~has and should have a purely pas- 
give part. To make the city in the per- 
gon of the council, an arbitrary judge 
of the present disagre>ment would mean 
that it must aleo assume the position of 
dictator in similar disagreements in fu- 
ture. This in turn would make the city 
councils of the future the slaves of 
whichever happenei to be the strong- 
@r ¢lement in the industrial disagree- 
ments of the hour. Under such circum- 
gtances support in civic elections would 
be expecie! to bring its reward by con- 
duct at the councii board, and the e.e>- 
tionmB would result not in the choice 
of men distinguished by their ability 
to promote the general interests of the 
élty ae a whole, but of men pledgei or 
inclined to favor the interests of one 
clags of citizens as against the interests 
of another. With councils so composei, 
united action along broad lines of civic 
advancement would be impossible, and, 
under the leadership of the “boss” or 
the “ring” the conduct of civic affairs 
would degenerate into the promot.on of 
the interesie of the predominant class. 
From guch prospect public miniel citi- 
zens recoil with hor:or. By deciining 
to interfere in the present disagree- 
ment the council will establish the pos- 
ition of the city council as the im- 
partial servants of ali classes of c.ti- 
zeng and avoid a coursé which might 
make their successors the servants of 
one Class only.

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The Father of Cardston 
Passes Away 


Charles Ora Card, the fatherjiog Carg. 
ston, diei last week, in Logan, Utah. 
He was born in 1839 in Allehany Coyn- 
ty, New York State. When eight years 
of age he moved to Michigan with hic 
yerents. The family returned to New 
York State and remained there yunti) 
1356 when the family mdvei to Dayj- 
County, Utah, in the Salt Lake Vatiey. 
When twenty years of age he went 
to Logan and founded a settlement of 
thirty families where he residei until 
his removal to Canada in 1gg¢. 

Since 1886 his diography is ihe his 
tory of Cardston. For ‘many years he 
was Dominion Lands’ agent and was 
faithful and capable in the discharge 
of his duties. His death removes the 
most prominent personage in Southern 
Alberta. He was a pioneer and path- 
finder, a colonizer and a leader. The 
Cardston Star says: 

It was cen September i4, 1996 that 
Charles Ora Card came from Logan 
Utah, US.A. to explore part cf British 
Columbia and Alberta in search of a 


Jocality in which t cestablish a home 
for himself and a cOmpany of his com- 


patriots, and his selection regylted in 
the birth of Cardston. Nowhere else 
so he believed could he find a more 
inviting place than did he hers in 
Southern Alberta. He camped at the 
mouth of Lees Creek on Oct. 24, 1886, 
in company with Bishop Isaac Zoncel 
and Elder Jas. W. Hendricks. The 
richness of the soil, the limitless area 
of luxuriously grass-clad plains, the 
reasonable accessibility to timber and 
the copious streams of water appealed 
to his judgment and here he decicled 
to cast his lot. This decision reached, 
the party returned home to prepare for 
their removal to the selected land. 
The reports they carried across the 
international line were .of the best. 
Never in all their travels had the lit- 
tle party seen a balmier clime nor a 
more enticing spot than when they 
viewed the region wherein Cardston 
now stands. The hills were clad in 
emerald green and in the evening as in 
the morning the Titanje masses of the 
Rocky Mountain Range lined against 
the curtain of the sky, took on more 
glorious tints than nature’s painting 
on a shell. The grand Old 
Mountain whose summit has never yet 
en reachei by man towered above 
them as a bulwark of safety and the 
lofty snow-clad peaks and serried 
heights seemed grander ‘to the pion- 
eers than an army with banners, whils 
the air was pregnant as with a bene- 
diction. The whole scene reminded 
them of their far-off home and they de-
